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Concerning point V 

Reasoned statement as to novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations in support of this statement 

1 . Reference is made to the following document: 
D1: US 3 108 473 

2. Document D1 , which is regarded as being the state of the art closest to the subject 
matter of claim 1 , describes (the references between parentheses apply to this 
document) an incidence probe, intended to measure the incidence of an air stream 
flowing outside a skin (fig. 1 , 34). The probe comprises a body (fig. 1 , 44) situated 
outside the skin and means of measurement of a stress exerted by the air stream on 
the body (col. 2, lines 45-67). 

Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 differs from this known D1 in that the probe 
comprises at least one pressure tap disposed on the skin in proximity to the body. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

The problem that the present invention sets out to solve may therefore be regarded as how 
to form an incidence probe having a different structure. 

The solution to this problem as proposed in claim 1 of the present application is regarded 
as involving an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)), for the following reasons: 

none of the documents cited in the international search report indicates the decoupled use 
of the pressure taps from the body of the probe. 

3. Claims 2-13 depend on claim 1 and therefore also comply, as such, with the 
requirements of the PCT as regards novelty and inventive step. 
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Concerning point VII 

Certain irregularities noted in the international application 

1 . The new claim 1 1 does not depend on claim 1 as was the case in the original 
disclosure. 

2. The word "at" which should precede "... least a tap..." is missing from claim 1 . 

3. The description is not tailored to the new set of claims. 

4. Claim 6 cannot depend on claims 3 to 5 in the case where claims 3 to 5 depend on 
Claim 1 as the position measurement means are not disclosed in claim 1 (see also 
claim 7). 

5. A reference to document D1 is missing from the description. 
Concerning point VIII 

Certain observations relating to the international application 

1 In contradiction with the aim of the invention - and therefore with the 
description - described on page 2, lines 21-23 (see also figures 1-4), the subject matter of 
claim 1 does not contain the necessary features for measuring the stress exerted by the air 
stream on the body without having friction. 

2. In claim 7, it is not clear which means of measurement are being referred to. 
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
